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CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF EATON: 


In obedience to law, we now present to you our annual 
report of the Public Schools, under the new town system, for 
the year ending March 1, 1887. 

The schools have been taught in the district houses with 
two termsineach. The teachers employed have all had ex- 
perience in teaching, and have given good satisfaction. The 
second terms in schools Nos. 1 and 10 were taught at different 
times, giving the scholars the privilege of going from one to 
the other. | | 

The schools have in nearly every instance been visited by 
some member of the School Board twice each term. We 
have given to each school an equal number of weeks school- 
ing with one exception thereby giving every scholar an equal 
privilege. We have not paid so much for board this year as 
heretofore, and the wages of the teachers have on the whole, 
been léss per week then last year. ‘The wood has been bought 
already for the’stove at $2 50 per solid cord, showing that the 
people have done their best to help the schools, by taking only 
a minimum price. 

We would recommend that the district raise money to 
better the condition of our school-houses. A new one is very 
much needed for school no. 5, and Nos. 4 and 9 are not suita- 
ble for winter schools.
